But 55 Survivors of the 154 on 


Board the Ill-fated 


Valencia. 


Twenty Picked Up on Life Raft Yesterday- 


Thrilling Narrative Related by One of Oc- 


cupants—Majority of Victims Met 


Their Death Bravely. 


VICTORIA, B. C., Jan. 25—Though 


there is faint hope that incoming vessels 
today may bring a few survivors of the 
steamer Valencia, which 
went 
ashore 


late Monday night, and which broke up 
on the rocks yesterday, there nrn only 
thirty-five survivors of the one hundred 
nnd fifty-four 
persons 
who 
were- on 


board the Valencia when she struck near 
Klnnawa rocks, five miles 
from Cnpo 


Bealo. The known 
paved are twenty 


persons who were picked up from a life 
rait by the steamer Topeka at 1 o'clock 
yesterday uiternou and the fifteen sur- 
vivors who put off from the wreck in 
two boats and sucecded in reaching Van- 
couver Island. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Jim. 25.—At the of- 


fices of the Pacific Coast company oper- 
ating the wrecked steamer Valencia, it 
was stated that information had been re- 
ceived that a life raft and a life boat, 
yet unaccounted for, had gotten away 
safely from the Valencia. On the rait 
were eight women, it is stated, while no 
one knows how many were in the life 
bout. 


VICTORIA, B. C., Jan, 25.—The steam- 


cr Salvor, accompanied by the steam 
whaler Orion, which has guns from which 
lines can be shot, left Bamfield at 8:40 a. 
in., for the scene of. the wreck of the 
Valencia. Tho wind has aluvted and the 
Roa gone down. 
If 
anything ' of 
the 


steamer remains after tonight, it is con- 
sidered doubtful of any chance exists of 
tiny person remaining alive. A rcs<;ue 
party left Daiuficld at about S a. m. to 
bring in llic survivors already reported 
nt the 
Darling 
river telegraph huts, 


where, at last reports, they were camp- 
ed, unable to cross the river, which was 
in Hood. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Jan. 25.—A special 


report of tbe Post Intelligencer wire* 
from Port Angeles at 3:SO a. m., thut 
the rescue ship City of Topcka picked up 
n life raft nt 1 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, six miles oil' Cape ISeale, with eigh- 
teen survivors of the Valencia on board. 
The men are in a pitiable condition and 
almost dead from exposure. The rescued 
are:

UNCONSCIOUS FROM KXPOSURE. 


Th condiion of the survivors was pitia- 


ble. They were half frozen and practi- 
cally unconscious from tlie exposure. The 
raft was sighted about 12 o'clock, but 
owing to thick weather it was supposed 
to bo nothing but a log. At last by the 
aid of a powerful glass its true nature 
was determined. 


A terrible sea was running. One min- 


ute the ruft was. poised on top of a wave 
and the next it would be lost from view 
in the gully formed by the mountainous 
breakers. 


Tho eighteen men together on their 


frail support battled bravely with a pair 
of oars to reach 
the 
City of Topeka 


which, owing to the dangerous coast, 
could not run in any closer to them, 
Within half a mile of the raft a boat 
was lowered from the Topcka in charge 
of Second Mute Burke who with, much 
difliciilty succeeded in making fast a lino 
to the raft, 


SIGHT EVOKES TEARS. 


The spectators on tho Topeka watched 


the struggling °f I'1" gal""1' seamen 
breathlessly. At last 'they succeeded in 
bringing the raft to the side of Hie 
steamer. The night of the poor crea- 
tures on the raft brought tears to the 
eyes of the sailors on the vessel. In the 
stern of tho raft sat un -old man. 
His 


enow white hair and pallid features were 
creased and torn by the flying sprny. 


but tho instinct of life was strong in 
him and lie held on bravely to his place. 
Three others were lying in a senseless 
heap in the rear washed by every s\w- 
and retained solely by the bodies of the 
other men who were closely packed. 


Time and time again great seas swept 


over them, sending a shudder through 
tlie onlookers who feared to sec them 
swept away. The work of rescuing them 
was dangerous. Tlie men were too ex- 
hausted to even tic a rope about them- 
selves. 


AGED MAN IS SAVED. 


When the raft was sighted a, cry went 


up 
from the steamer's deck. Orders 


were shouted 
and 
men on the raft 


screamed and called fruitlessly for aid. 
For a minute it looked as though the old 
man with gray hair was gone when the 
raft gave a sudden lurch, but the prompt 
work of Mate .Burke and liis men in tho 
boat finally got him on deck. This man 
no sooner was safe when another faint- 
ing form was swept away and was only 
rescued by quick work on the part of 
the boat's crew. Tlie next man to be 
swept from tlie raft managed to grasp a 
line and cling to it until he was hoisted 
half way up the ship's side, when his 
strength gave out and he fell back. lie 
was picked up by the boat. 


RELATE TERRIBLE TALES. 


The raft put out from the wreck yes- 


terday morning on sighting the steamer 
Queen and attempted to reach her, but 
before they could get within sighting dis- 
tance, the vessel put about and headed 
to the strait. 


When the Topeka hove in sight, the 


raft was once more manned and again 
put forth. The survivors told terrible 
tales of the wreck of the vessel. 


When they left the ship there were 


about ninety people on board, most of 
them clinging to the rigging. 


Men, women and children were being 


swept away by every sea. As soon ad 
the men got aboard Dr. B. F. Whiting, 
assisted hy two nurses and members of 
the 
crew hastily 
administered 
stimu- 


lants and put them to bed. 


After picking up the raft tlie steamer 


went in search of another raft which the 
rescued men said had left the ship earlier 
in the day. The vessel ran fully twenty 
miles the other fide, looking for the 
raft, but no sign of it was to be seen. It 
is the general impression that the raft 
foundered. 


All the other boats were smash:'] to 


splinters when they attempted to lower 
them. Two of tlie lee boats were cap- 
sizeil shortly after launching. One es- 
caped the breakers and put to sea with 
about eight or nine people aboard. 


SURVIVOR'S THRILLING TALE. 


Tlie following is the story of G. Wil- 


ets, 0112 of tho passengers and one of 
the men rescued from the raft: 


'•The sliip struck at 12:07 on the morn- 


ing of Tuesday, Jan. 23. I was on deck 
at the Mine, smoking a cigar, and was 
looking at my wiitch 
when the first 


crash came. In au instant all was ex- 
citement. There wero the shrieks of tho 
frightened men and women, the wail of 
little children and the hoarse orders of 
the oflicers of the ship. The -vessel reel- 
ed like a drunken man, slid over the 
reef and struck again. 


"The command to back her off was 


given and she went astern at full speed, 
but it was too Inte. Tlie water was 
pouring in like a mill race and with a 
sound which drowned all else. The wind 
swung the vessel's stern to the bcacli 
and her head to the waves. This saved 
manv lives as she was then swept back 
to the shore, and struck onto again in 
such a position that she remained par- 
tially above the water and on an even 
keel. 


WERE WASHED OVERBOARD. 


Every wave now washed clear over her 


now, and many people who hastily rush- 
ed on deck, went to tlicir deaths without 
time to murmur a prayer. 


"The order was given to get out the 


boats. Two of them on the weather 
side were launched nnd were smashed 
like egg sliolls as soon as they struck the 
water. Then came tlie attempt to get 
out tlie lee boats. 


'•Purser O'Farrell took charge. F.ou* 


women nnd a number of men went into 
the boat. I do not know how many, but 
slie was practically-full. Just as they 
wore 
lowering the other, tlie 
davits 


broke and the stern 'of the boat fell to 
the water while the bow Inuig in the air. 


SAW "ACES OF DYING.' 


"Everyone was precipitated into the 


sea and swept away in an instant. For 
a second or two I caught a glimpse of an 
agonized face, then another and yet an- 
other, as they were washed by me. It 
was awful. The waves dashing over the 
ship started breaking 
her up. They 


swept the deck and every swell lifted it. 
We clung to the rigging and deckhouse. 
Then an attempt was made to get a line 
ashore. A fireman named Cigalcs agreed 
to swim ashore. He was in the water 
fully half an hour, but was unable to 
make the beach. The ship struck in a 
bad spot. She is directly at the foot of 
a precipitous bluff that comes theer to 
the water's edge. One'man was swepu 
ashore and succeeded in landing on u. 
small rock. We shot a line to him and 
then he tried to climb the clifT, but fell 
and was killed before our eyes. 


LITTLE BOY'S PITEOUS GRIEF. 


"One of the most pitiable incidents 


was that' of a little boy, about five years 
old. 
His father, mother, and two little 


sisters put off in one of the boats. Tho 
boat was capsized and all were drowned. 
The little fellow waded around the deck, 
crying for his parents. The last I saw 
of him lie was clinging to the rigging. 
There were many similar case?. 


"A lame officer from the Concord ac- 


companied by his two sisters, was also 
in the rigging. By Wednesday morning 
the ship was rapidly going to pieces. 
Every swell carried away a portion of 
(he ship and the decks rose and fell with 
every breaker and it was impossible to 
stay on deck without clinging to a sup- 
port. The ship was sunk to about the 
level of the hurricane deck. 


CARRIED TO THEIR DEATH. 


"In the morning another sad calamity 


occurred. About 
15 
or 
20 persons, 


among tliem one or two women, had 
taken refuge in the fore topmast. 
They 


appeared to be in the sofotst place as'it 
was removed from 
the 
wash 
of the 


waves, although the flying spray dashed 
over their heads. 
Suddenly, and without 


warning, the mast tottered and there 
came a sliriek from those on it, and next 
moment it fell with a crash, carrying its 
load of human freight to 
a terrible 


death. I do not think there was a sin- 
gle one saved. Their bodies were wash- 
ed from the ship and we could see them 
dashed against the rocks. 


"To add to our misery, the last of our 


food was washed away. We had no wat- 
er to drink save the bitter cold sleet. 
The wind and rain combined with the 
sea soon numbed us. Every little while 
one of those in the rigging would lose, 
their hold and be swept away to the 
sharp, rocks. 


FOLLOWED BY CURSES. 


"When we saw the Queen in the morn- 


ing we thanked God for saving us, but 
wlien she, in company with the tug 
sheered off and sailed away, she was fol- 
lowed by nothing but curses. I suppose 
it was too dangerous for them to at-, 
tempt to save us. 


"When the Topeka finally liovc in sight 


we determined to make an effort to 
reach her in the life raft. Few of the 
men cared to make the attempt as it ap- 
peared to be certain death to even try 
to cross the breakers. But eighteen of 
us were willing, and we started. 
With 


only a pair of oars, the struggle against 
the wind and sea was almost too much 
for us. 


FOUGHT LIKE DEMONS. 


"Part of the time we were under wat- 


er and were almost drowned. But 
\\f. 


were impelled by desperation nnd fought 
and fought against t!ie elements like de- 
mons. 
. "We held one man upright in, the cen- 
ter of the raft and had him wave a shirt 
on a pole. Wlicu we saw the steamer 
turn we thought slie liad overlooked 113 
and was going away. If she had, we 
would have died right there. 


"The waving of the shirt on the raft 


reminds me tirnt when the Queen was 
first sighted the women in the rigging 
even removed 'portions of their clothing 
to wave as a signal for help from their 
positions in the rigging: 


DOOMED TO WATERY GRAVE. 
"When we left the ship on the raft, we 


tried to get some of the remaining wo- 
men to go, but they refused. No help 
can now reach them before morning, and 
the ship will have then gone to pieces. 
She was breaking up when we left her. 
She could not possibly have held togeth- 
er more tliau a few hours afterward. She 
lies directly in 3uch a position llint.therc 
is no hope of anyone reaching shore. If 
the. two boats which we saw got away 
and put In tea, arc picked up, they ami 
ourselves will be the only ones saved. 


BRAVE CAPTAIN AND ENGINEER. 


"Captain Johnson lost his bearings and 


ran the ship ashore. It was a (lark and 
stormy night, and nothing could be seen. 
The 
ship struck 
while 
running 
full 


speed. 


"We all thought we wore to the south- 


ward of Flattery, 
and 
after 
striking 


Captain Johnson proved himself a hero. 
He made the statement that he would 


never lonve the wreck alive and I believe 
it. • The chief engineer is also carrying a 
revolver with which to blow out his 
brains wlien tlie critical moment comes. 


SOME HEROES; SOME COWARDS. 


' "There were many deeds of heroism 
and many acts of cowardice, but on the 
whole, the people behaved well and met 
their fate like .men.." 


Second Mate Peterson who was in 


charge of the raft, sustained severe 'in- 
juries. He substantiated the story as 
did also every one of the men rescued. 


The ' Topeka at daylight returned to 


the scene of Hie wreck to render what- 
ever aid is possible. 


BELIEVES HE WAS SLAIN 


Wife oi John Jacobser. Still 


Clings to That Beliet. 


Declarss She Has Important Evidence 


in Her Possession Which De-

cobson, jeweler, who was employed at

street for seventeen years, disappeared 
from his home, after leaving it, visiting 
the store and attending to the lights, 
etc. 
His wife and other relatives have 


not.heard a single word, definitely, as to 
what become of him. Whether 
he is 


dead or wlive they cannot state- 


His home surroundings wore pleassm't, 


there never having been a word between 
himself and liis wife in the ten years'of 
thejr married life and lie had childm of 
whom lie thought the -world. Not a sin- 
gly reason could be assigned 
why he 


should run away. 


BELIEVES HIM MURDERED. 


Although it was said he bought 
a 


ticket at Racine Junction for Chicago, 
this was not definitely proven, at least 
it is not known that he boarded a train. 
His wife believes and still adheres to the 
belief that her husband met foul play, 
for the reason that be had several hun- 
dred dollars in bis pocket. 


At the time of the sad occurrence Mr. 


Jacobson was 'paying for a borne on the 
west.side. His wHe*continued to keep 
boarders after he disappeared, but she 
was obliged to give up the house and 
seek a smaller place of residence and has 
experienced hard work to get along. 


WILL DEMAND INVESTIGATION. 
Within the past several days 
Mrs. 


Jacobson has talked to city officials and 
jilio hinted that she had pome important 
evidence in .regard to her husband. To- 
morrow she expected to get at the bot- 
tom of it and if certain parties did not 
appear and explain certain statements 
reported to have been 
circulated 
by 


them, she expected .to lay the whole 
matter before the chief of police for full 
investigation- Just what suspicions Mrs. 
Jncolison has. it is not-possible to ascer- 
tain n± this time. -Shc'win never believe 
that "Mr. Jncobaon deliberately deported, 
bis family and cannot help but think he 
was -foullv'dealt with.

The last will and testament of the late 


Marshall Field, multimillionaire mer- 
chant and head of the great drygoods 
establishment of Marshall Field & Co., 
was filed for probate late yesterday af- 
ternoon. 
The document is notable in 


that it probably involves the largest pri- 
vate estate ever filed for probate in the 
United States. 
Collaterally, it also is 


oromarkable in what it does and does not 
disclose- The legacies mentioned aggre- 
gate .925.573.000, while the entire estate 
is supposed to be worth from $100,000,- 
000 to $150,000,000. Tho instrument is 
dated Feb. 25, 1004, and is modified by 
two '• codicils. 
One of these bears the 


date of June 14, 1H04, and the other was 
executed in London, England, Sept. 5, 
1905. 


MEETS ALL CONTINGENCIES. 


Tlie wUl of Mr. Field is an extensive 


document covering thirty-two typewrit- 
ten pages and including, with two codi- 
cils, something more than 12,000 words. 
Tt is drawn with tbe utmost care, and it 
is difficult to imagine any contingency 
which has not'been foreseen by 
Mr. 


Field. 
The will provides not only for 


the specific manner in which each partic- 
ular bequest is to be paid, but states ex- 
actly what is to be done with the funds 
of any particular trust if .the beneficiary 
shall die before or after his or her legal 
•heirs. As an instance of the cure with 
which the will U drawn in this particular 
it may bo stated that the residuary es- 
tate which is to gr> to the, two grandsons 
of Mr. Field is covered in all details of 
management and disposition down to tho 
grandchildren of the two boys- 


MUSET7M GETS $8.000,000. 


The Field Columbian Museum cf Nat- 


ural History, which, it 
was 
believed 


would receive a legacy from Mr. Field 
of $10,000.000, will receive only $S;,000,- 
000.' Although the bequest is $2,000,000 
.s.lvort of expectations, it is still probable 
that with the $2,000:000 already invest- 
ed in this institution, $1,000,000 of which 
WHA contributed hy Mr. Field in his life- 
time. Chicago will be equipped with the 
largest and most complete museum of 
natural history in the world. The only 
other public institutions named as bene- 
ficiaries under the will are the Chicago 
Orphan asylum, the Old People's homo, 
St. Luke's hospital and the Presbyterian 
hospital, which will receive $2"i.OOO each. 


Mrs. Marshall Field, the 
merchant's 


widow, will receive under terms of the 
codicil executed on their wedding day in 
addition to the amount .settled upon her 
in pursuance of an antenuptial contract, 
in which she apparently flurrdmlered her 
dower rights, the sum of $1,000,000 nnd 
a life estate in the resijencr property 
at 1005 Prairie avenue, 


VALUE OF ESTATE UNKNOWN. 
It could not be learned last night how 


much money was paid Mrs. Field in con- 
sideration of her surrender of her dower 
rights, nor could any information be ob- 
tained as to tbe approximate value of 
the entire estate. 
Generally speaking, 


little of importance has developed as the 
result of publication of the will- 
Al- 


though the document showed bequests 
to ninny relatives and friends, the rash 
gifts are small and it evidently was the 
intention of the testator to build up a 
largo residuary estate. 


The three grandchildren of the mer- 


chant. Marshall Field HI. Henry Field 
and Gwendolyn Field, aged 12, 0 and 4, 
respectively, will come into possession 
of the great bulk of the Field estate, the 
value of which is unknown. It is proba- 
ble that this residuary estate will reach 
close to $75,000,000.' In 
addition 
the 


grand children will be tlie beneficiaries of 
a trust fund of $5,000,000. For 
some 


time they will receive 'only the income 
from this fund, but ultimately they will 
share in the 
capital. 
Marshall 
and 


Henry Field, if alive at the age of 50 
years, will divide between them the en- 
tire residuary estate in tho proportion of 
three-fifths and two-fifths, respectively, 
and it is provided that before they reach 
the age of 50 years they shall continue 
to receive a graduated share of the in- 
come of the estate. 


THE DAUGHTER'S SHARE. 


To the daughter, who is the only sur- 


viving child of the great merchant,, is 
^bequeathed $6,000,000 in the 
form 
of 


three separate trust funds. One fund is 
for $r,000,000,'a second for $3,000,000 and 
the third for $2,000,000.

BOAT SUNK; CREW SAFE 


Tlie Trojan Rammed by the Na- 


coochee in Vineyard During 


a Dense Fog. 


BOSTON, Jan. 23—The loss of the 


steamer Trojan of the Boston and Phila- 
delphia line in collision with the steam- 
er Nacoochec, of the Savannah line in 
Vineyard Sound, last Sunday was re- 
ported hero today by the Kacoochce 
which arrived having on board the cap- 
tain and crew of the Trojan. 


The accident was due to fog. The K;i- 


coochee struck the Trojan amidships, and 
the latter steamer went to. the bottom 
within a quarter of an hour, but Captain 
Tatcher and the crew of 27 men of the 
Trojan were taken off by men from the 
Nacoochec. 


The Nucoochce sustained only a slight 


damage. The collision occurred about 
ono mile outside the station of Vineyard 
Sound lightship shortly after 11 o'clock 
Sunday forenoon, iioth steamers were 
bound northward, the Nacoocheo from 
Savannah 
for Boston and the 
Trojan 


from I'hihulelphia also for Uostou. On 
account of the unusually thick fog which 
prevailed, both steamers were moving at 
reduced speed- Their usual courses arc 
nearly 
parallel and 
on 
Sunday 
each 


steamer could hear the whistle of the 
other as it sounded 
its 
frequent 
fog 


warnings. A sharp lookout was main- 
tained, but in spite of all precautions, 
the Trojan came into a position direct- 
ly across the Nacoochec's bows.

CUT BIG HOLE IN SIDE. 


When she was seen through the fog, 


there was not time to check the move- 
ment of the latter steamer and the prow 
of the Nacoochec which is an iron ship, 
struck the Trojan fairly amidship, cut- 
ting a big»holc in her side. In a moment 
the Trojan began to list badly and it 
i-asMpparcht that she hnd been injured 
below the- waterline. The Nacoochcc's 
engines, which had been reversed when 
the danger was seen, drew her away 
froin tlio Trojan. . The rush of the water 
and the bad list of the Philadelphia boat 
showed unmistakably that she had.re- 
ceived a' vital blow. TW Nacopelieo 
stood by and at once cleared her boats.

Sec. 2. This ordinance to take effect 


and bo in force and cfl'ect from and after 
its passage and publication. 


With this ordinance in force no person 


can bo arrested under a state warrant 
within the limits of the city on charge of 
assault and battery, or abusive language. 
All must bo arrested under charter war- 
rants. Tn recent years arrests have been 
made both under state and charter war- 
rants. This ordinance if enforced to the 
letter, brings to the city larger rt-venucs 
than under the old law.

Mr. Spooner declared that in no action 


which the president has taken with re- 
spect to Santo Domingo or the Moroc- 
can conference had the executive either 
usurped any prerogative of the senate or 
departed from the well1 established rules 
of Tvhat the executive of the nation may 
do. He indorsed fully what the presi- 
dent did with respect to Santo Domingo, 
following the failure of the senate to 
ratify the treaty last spring, and added 
thiit in his opinion the president hud no 
thought of putting into .effect in Santo 
Domingo a treaty that had not been rat- 
ified. 


Mr. Spooner declared tlmt the United 


States is not in charge of the custom 
Iiousns in Panto Domingo and is not col- 
lecting revenues there. He said: 


"I deny that the United States is in 


Santo Domingo. The president 
merely 


dosignnted, at the request of the Mor- 
ales "government, an American citizen to 
go to the island to take charge of the

of the northern pioneers can make them.

yet unaccounted for, had gotten away 
safely from the Valencia. On the raft 
wore eight women, it is stated, while uo 
one knows how many were in the life 
boat. 


VICTORIA, B. C., Jan. 25.—The steam- 


er Salvor, accompanied by the steam 
whaler Orion, which has guns from which 
lines can be shot, left Bamticld at 8:40 a. 
in., for the scene of the wreck of the 
Valencia. The wind has abated and the 
sea gone down. If 
anything ' of the 


steamer remains after tonight, it is con- 
sidered doubtful of any chance exists of 
any person remaining alive. A rescue 
party loft llamlicld at about 8 a. m. to 
bring in the survivors already reported 
at the 
Darling river telegraph huts, 


where, at last reports, they were camp- 
ed, unnblc to cross the river, which was 
in tlood. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Jan. 25.—A special 


report of the 1'ost Intelligencer wires 
from Port Angeles at 3:30 a. in., that 
the rescue ship City of Topeka picked up 
a life raft at 1 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, six miles oft' Cape Beale, with eigh- 
teen .-survivors of the Valencia on board. 
The men are in a pitiable condition and 
almost dead from exposure. The rescued 
are:

UNCONSCIOUS FROM EXPOSURE. 
Th condiion of the survivors was pitia- 


ble. They were half frozen and practi- 
cally unconscious from the exposure. The 
raft was sighted about 12 o'clock, but 
owing to thick weather it was supposed 
to bo nothing but a log. At last by the 
aid of a powerful glass its true nature 
was determined. 


A'terrible sea was running. One min- 


ute the raft was poised on top of a wave 
and the next it would be lost from view 
in the gully formed by the mountainous 
breakers. 


The eighteen men together on their 


frail support battled bravely with a pair 
of oars to reach thb 
City of Topeka. 


which, owing to 
tho dangerous coast, 


could not run in any closer to them. 
Within half a mile of the raft a boat 
was lowered from the Topcka in charge 
of Second Mate Burke who with, much 
difficulty succeeded in making fast a line 
to the raft. 


SIGHT EVOKES TEARS. 


The spectators on the Topcka watched 


the struggling of tho gaillarit seamen 
breathlessly. 
At last they succeeded in 


bringing the raft to the side of Che 
steamer, The sight of the poor crea- 
tures on the raft brought tears to the 
eyes of the sailors on the vessel. In the 
stern of the raft sat an old man. His 
enow white hair and pallid features were 
creased and torn by the flying sprny, 


but the instinct of life was strong in 
him and he held on bravely to his place. 
Throe others were lying in a senseless 
heap in the rear washed by every S\YI—- 
and retained solely by the bodies of the 
other men who were closely packed. 


Time and time again great seas swept 


over tlieTn, sending a shudder through 
the onlookers who feared to see them 
swept away. The work of rescuing them 
was dangerous. The men were too ex- 
hausted to even tie a rope about them- 
selves. 


AGED MAN IS SAVED. 


When the raft was sighted a cry went 


up from the steamer's 
deck. Orders 


were shouted and 
men 
on the raft 


screamed and called fruitlessly for aid. 
For a minute it looked as though the old 
man with gray hair was gone when the. 
raft gave a sudden lurch, but the prompt 
work of Mate Burke and his men in tho 
boat finally got him on deck. This man 
no sooner was safe when another faint- 
ing form was swept away and was only 
rescued by quick work on the part of 
the boat's crew. The next man to be 
swept from the raft managed to grasp a 
line and cling to it until he was hoisted 
half way up the ship's side, when his 
strength gave out and he fell back. He 
was picked up by the boat. 


RELATE TERRIBLE TALES. 


The raft put out from the wreck yes- 


terday morning on sighting the steamer 
Queen and attempted to reach her, but 
before they could get within sighting dis- 
tance, the vcssei put about and headed 
to the strait. 


When the Topeka hove in sight, the 


raft was once more manned and again 
put forth. The survivors told terrible 
tales of the wreck of the vessel. . 


When they left the ship there were 


about ninety people on board, most of 
them clinging to the rigging. 


Men, women and children were being 


swept away by every sea. As soon as 
the men got aboard Dr. B. F. Whiting, 
assisted by two nurses and members of 
the 
crew .hastily administered stimu- 


lants and put them to bed. 


After picking- up the raft the steamer 


went iu search of another raft which the 
rescued men said had left the ship earlier 
in the day. The vessel ran fully twenty 
miles the other side, looking for the 
raft, but no sign of it was to be seen. It 
is the general impression that the raft 
foundered. 


All the other boats were smashed to 


splinters when they attempted to lower 
them. Two of the lee boats were cap- 
sized shortly after launching. One es- 
caped the breakers and put to sea with 
about eight or nine people aboard. 


SURVIVOR'S THRILLING TALE. 
The following is the story of G. Wil- 


ets, one of the passengers and one of 
the men. rescued from the raft: 


"The ship struck at 12:07 on the morn- 


ing of Tuesday, Jan. 23. I was on deck 
at the time, smoking a cigar, and was 
looking at my watch when the firsb 
crash came. In an instant all was ex- 
citement. There were the shrieks of the 
frightened men and women, the wail of 
little children and the hoarse orders of 
the officers of the ship. The -vessel reel- 
ed like a drunken man, slid over the 
reef and struck again. 


"The command to back her off was 


given and she went astern at full speed, 
but it was too late. The water was 
pouring in like a mill race and with a 
sound which drowned all else. The wind 
swung the vessel's stern to the beach 
and her head to the waves. This saved 
many lives as she was then swept back 
to the shore, and struck once again in 
such a position that she remained par- 
tially above the water and on an even 
keel. 


WERE WASHED OVERBOARD. 


Every wave now washed clear over her 


now, and many people who hastily rush- 
ed on deck, went to their deaths without 
time to murmur a prayer. 


"The order was given to get out the 


boats. Two of them on the weather 
side were launched and were smashed 
like egg shells as soon as they struck the 
water. Then came the attempt to get 
out the lee boats. 


"Purser OTarrell took charge. Four 


women and a number of men went into 
the boat. I do not know how many, but 
she was practically . full. Just as they 
were 
lowering the other, 
the 
davits 


broke and the stern of the boat fell to 
the water while the bow hung in the air. 


SAW FACES OF DYING. 


"Everyone was precipitated into the 


sea and swept away in an instant. For 
a second or two I caught a glimpse of an 
agonized face, then another and yet an; 
other, as they were washed by me. It 
was awful. The waves dashing over the 
ship started breaking her up. They 
swept the deck and every swell lifted it. 
We clung to the rigging and deckhouse. 
Then an attempt was made to get a line 
ashore. A fireman named Cigales agreed 
to swim ashore. He was in the water 
fully half an hour, but was unable to 
make the beach. The ship struck in a 
bad spot. She is directly at the foot of 
a precipitous bluff that comes sheer to 
the water's edge. One'man was swept!; 
ashore and succeeded in landing on it- 
small rock. We shot a line to him and 
then he tried to climb the cliff, but fell 
and was killed before our eyes. 


LITTLE BOY'S PITEOUS GRIEF. 
"One of the most pitiable incidents 


was that' of a little boy, about five years 
old. His father, mother, and two little 
sisters put off in one of the boats. The 
boat was capsized and all were drowned. 
The little fellow waded around the deck, 
crying for his parents. The last I saw 
of him he was clinging to the rigging. 
There were many similar cases. 


"A lame officer from the Concord ac- 


companied by his two sisters, was also 
in the rigging. By Wednesday morning 
the ship was rapidly going to pieces., 
Every swell carried away a portion of 
the ship and the decks rose and fell with 
every breaker and it was impossible to 
stay on deck without clinging to a sup- 
port. The ship was sunk to about the 
level of the hurricane deck. 


CARRIED TO THEIR DEATH. 


"In the morning another sad calamity 


occurred. About 
15 or 
20 persons, 


among them one or two women, had 
taken refuge in the fore topmast. They 
appeared to be in the safetst place as'it 
was removed from 
the 
wash 
of tho 


waves, although the flying spray dasher! 
over their heads. Suddenly, and without 
warning, the mast tottered and there 
came a shriek from those on it, and next 
moment it fell with a crash, carrying its 
load of human freight 
to 
a terrible 


death. I do not think there was a sin- 
gle one saved. Their bodies were wash- 
ed from the ship and we could see them 
dashed against the rocks. 


"To add to our misery, the last of our 


food was washed away. We had no wat- 
er to drink save the bitter cold sleet. 
The wind and rain combined with the 
sea soon numbed ue. Every little while 
one of those in the rigging would lose, 
their hold and be swept away to the 
sharp, rocks. 


FOLLOWED BY CURSES. 


"When we saw the Queen in the morn- 


ing we thanked God for saving us, but 
when she, in company with the 
tug 


sheered off and sailed away, she was fol- 
lowed by nothing but curses. I suppose 
it was too dangerous for them to at-, 
tempt to save us. 


"When the Topeka finally hove in sight 


we determined to make an effort to 
reach her in the, life raft. Few of the 
men cared to make the attempt as it ap- 
peared to be certain death to even try 
to cross the breakers. But eighteen of 
us were -willing, and we started. With 
only a pair of oars, the struggle against 
the wind and sea was almost too much 
for us. 


FOUGHT LIKE DEMONS. 


"Part of the time we were under wat- 


er and were almost drowned. But we 
ivere impelled by desperation and fought 
and fought against the elements like de- 
mons. 


"We held one man upright in, the cen- 


ter of the raft and had him wave a shirt 
on a pole. When we saw the steamer 
turn, we thought she had overlooked 113 
and was going away. If she had, we 
would, have died right there. 


"The waving of the shirt on the raft 


reminds me that when the Queen was 
first sighted tho women in the rigging 
even removed 'portions of their clothing 
to wave as a signal for help from their 
positions in the rigging: 


DOOMED TO WATERY GRAVE. 
"When we left the ship on the raft, we 


tried to get some of the remaining wo- 
men to go, but they refused. No help 
can now reach them before morning, and 
the ship will have then gone to pieces. 
She was breaking up when we left her. 
She could not possibly have held togeth- 
er more than a few hours afterward. She 
lies directly in such a position that there 
is no liopc of anyone reaching shore. If 
the two boats which we saw got away 
and put to sen, are picked up, they and 
ourselves will lie the only ones saved. 
BRAVE CAPTAIN AND ENGINEER. 
"Captain Johnson lost his bearings and 


ran the ship ashore. It was a dark and 
stormy night, and nothing could be seen. 
The 
ship struck 
while running 
full 


speed. 


"We all thought we were to the south- 


ward or Flattery, and 
after 
striking 


Captain Johnson proved himself a hero. 
He made the statement that he would 


never leave the wreck alive and I believe 
it. The chief engineer is also carrying a 
revolver with which to blow out his 
brains when the critical moment comes. 


SOME HEROES; SOME COWARDS. 


' . "There were many, deeds of heroism 
and many acts of cowardice, but on, the 
whole, the people behaved well and met 
their fate like men.." 


Second Mate Peterson who was .in 


charge of the raft, sustained severe in- 
juries. He substantiated the story as 
did also every one of the men rescued. 


The ' Topeka at daylight returned to 


the seene of the wreck to render what- 
ever aid is possible. 


BELIEVES HE WAS SLAIN 


Wife of John Jacobsen Still 


Clings to That Beliet. 


Declares She Has Important Evidence 


in Her Possession Which De- 


mands Investigation. 


It is nearly ten months since John Ja: 


cobson, jeweler, who was employed at 
the Beswick jewelry 
store 
on Sixth 


street for seventeen years, disappeared 
from his home, after leaving it, visiting 
the store and attending to the lights, 
etc. His wife and other relatives have 
not.heard a single word, definitely, as to 
what become of him. Whether 
he ia 


dead or alive they cannot state- 


His home surroundings were pleasant, 


there never having been a word between 
himself and his wife in the ten years of 
their married life and he had childm of 
whom he thought the world. Not a sin- 
gle : reason could be assigned why lie 
should run away. 


BELIEATS HUM MURDERED. 


Although it was said he bought 
a 


ticket at Racine Junction for Chicago, 
this was not definitely proven, at least 
it is not known that he boarded a train. 
His wife believes and still adheres to the 
belief that her husband met foul play, 
for the reason that he had several hun- 
dred dollars in his pocket. 


At the time of the sad occurrence Mr. 


Jaeobson was paying for a home on the 
west. side. His wife • continued to keep 
boarders after he disappeared, but she 
was obliged to give up the house and 
seek a smaller place of residence and has 
experienced hard work to get along. 


WILL DEMAND INVESTIGATION. 
Within tho past several days Mrs. 


Jaeobson has talked to city officials and 
she hinted that she had some important 
evidence in .regard to her husband. To- 
morrow she expected to get at the bot- 
tom of it anil if certain parties did not 
appear and explain certain statements- 
reported to have been 
circulated 
by 


them, she expected -to lay the whole 
matter before the chief of police for full 
investigation- Just what sxispicions Mrs. 
•Jncobson has. it is not-possible to ascer- 
tain a^; this time. -She^iwill never believe 
that Mr. Jacobson deliberately deserted 
his family and cannot help but think he 
was foully dealt with.

With Minutest Care. 


The last will and testament of the late 


Marshall Field, multimillionaire mer- 
chant and head of the great drygooda 
establishment of Marshall Field & Co., 
was filed for probate late yesterday af- 
ternoon. 
The document is notable in 


that it probably involves the largest pri- 
vate estate ever filed for probate in the 
United States. 
Collaterally, it also is 


remarkable in what it does and does not 
disclose- The legacies mentioned aggre- 
gate $25.573.000, while the entire estate 
is supposed to be worth from $100,000,- 
000 to $150,000,000. The instrument is 
elated Feb. 25, 1004, and is modified by 
two : codicils. 
One of these bears the 


date of June 14, 1004, and the other was 
executed in London, England, Sept. 5, 
1905. 


MEETS ALL CONTINGENCIES. 


The will of Mr. Field is an extensive 


document covering thirty-two typewrit- 
ten pages and inchiding, with two codi- 
cils, something more than 12,000 words. 
Tt is drawn with the utmost care, and it 
is difficult to imagine any contingency 
which has not' been foreseen 
by 
Mr. 


Field. 
The will provides not only for 


the specific manner in which each partic- 
ular bequest is to be paid, but states ex- 
actly what is to be done with the funds 
of any particular trust if the beneficiary 
shall die before or after his or her legn.1 
'heirs. As an instance of the care with 
which the will is drawn in this particular 
it may be stated that the residuary es- 
tate which is to go to the two grandsons 
of Mr. 'Field is covered in all details of 
nmnagemont and disposition down to the 
grandchildren of the two boys- 


MUSEUM GETS $8,000,000. 


The Field Columbian Museum of Nat- 


ural History, which, it 
was 
believed 


would receive a legacy from Mr. Field 
of $10,000,000, will receive only ,$8,000,- 
000. Although tho bequest is $2,000;000 
s.hort of expectations, it is still probable 
that with the .$2,000.1000 already invest- 
ed in this institution, $1,000,000 of which 
w^s contributed by Mr. Field in his life- 
time. Chicago will be equipped with tlie 
largest and most complete museum of 
natural history in the world. The only 
other public institutions namecl as bene- 
ficiaries under the will arc the Chicago 
Orphan asylum, the Old People's homo, 
St. Luke's hospital nnd the Presbyterian 
hospital, which will receive $2ii.OOO each. 


Mrs. Marshall Field, the merchant's 


widow, will receive under terms of the 
codicil executed on their wedding day in 
addition to the amount settled upon her 
in pursuance of an antenuptial contract, 
in which she apparently surrendered her 
dower rights, the sum of $1,000,000 and 
a life estate in the residence property 
at 1905 Prnirie avenue. 


VALUE OF ESTATE UNKNOWN. 
It could not be learned last night how 


much money was paid Mrs. Field in con- 
sideration of her surrender of her dower 
rights, nor couhl any information be ob- 
tained as to the approximate value of 
the entire estate. 
Generally speaking, 


little of importance has developed as the 
result of publication of tho will- 
Al- 


though the document showed bequests 
to many relatives and friends, the cash 
gifts are small and it evidently was the 
intention of the testator to build up a 
largo residuary estate. 


The three grandchildren of the mer- 


chant. Marshall Field m, Henry Field 
and Gwendolyn Field, aged 12, 9 and 4, 
respectively, will come into possession 
of tho great bulk of the Field estate, tho 
value of which is unknown. It is proba- 
ble that this residuary estate will roach 
close to $75,000,000.' In 
addition 
the 


grand children will be the beneficiaries of 
a trust fund of $5,000,000. For 
some 


time they will receive "only the income 
from this fund, but ultimately they will 
share in the 
capital. 
Marshall 
and 


Henry Field, if alive at the age of 50 
years, will divide between them the en- 
tire residuary estate in the proportion of; 
three-fifths and two-fifths, respectively, 
and it is provided that before they reach 
the age of 50 years they shall continue 
to receive a graduated share of the in- 
come of the estate. 


THE DAUGHTER'S SHARE. 


To the daughter, who is the only sur- 


viving child of the great merchant,. Is 
.bequeathed $(1,000,000 in the 
form of 


three separate trust funds. One fund is 
for $t,000,000,"a second for $3,000,000 and 
tho third for $2,000,000. While this for- 
tune remains in the hands of the trus- 
tees during Mrs. Beatty.'s life, «he is to 


get tho net income, and is authorized to 
devise it all by will, providing it 
is 


designated to her immediate relatives— 
husband or children. 


Nearly all the 
Field bequests are 


closely hedged about with 
restrictions 


calculated to discourage dissipation, al- 
though special latitude is given Mrs. 
Beatty with respect to trust funds in- 
stituted in her behalf- 


Tha business of Marshall Field & Co., 


is to be maintained as a portion of the 
residuary-estate, and some $250,000 is 
left to employes of the concern varying 
in amount from $50,000 down.

The priest had just heard of the death 


and it solved the fact that Mr. Wies- 
mann had not been fit Reedsburg for a 
number of days. This will be news to 
the friends of Mr. Wiesmann who be- 
lieved that his whole time was spent in 
Racine and Kenosha 
counties, looking 


after his legal interests, but 'it was 
known that for weeks at a time he did 
not show up and friends wondered what 
had become of him, but when court con- 
vened he was always on hand and seem- 
ed to "have a liberal supply of money. 


Father O'Donovon said that he would

Pa., were raided early Tueshn.y morning 
arid the president and a member of the 
band' captured, together with much liter- 
ature threatening the assassination of 
prominent men were arrested today in 
a miner's shanty near West Elizabeth, 
Pa. Many additional incriminating let- 
ters, a shotgun, two rifles and a num- 
ber of revolvers wore also found.

men wore lodged.in jail here today. 
Offi- 


cers arc searching the surrounding- coun- 
try for members of the baud ajid say 
others will be arrested soon. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Jan. 25.—If the 


supposed anarchistic plot unearthed in 
Washington, Pa., to slay the chief exe- 
cutives of several states, includes Gov- 
ernor Roberts of Connecticut, Leopold 
Spaida, an Italian of this city, who is 
alleged to have written a letter concern- 
ing the plans of the "black hand" to his 
brother, John, in Washington, apparent- 
ly knows nothing of it. 


Spaida was located today. He admits 


writing a letter, but siiys it wao written 
three or four years ago in reference to 
obtaining employment in 
one 
of the 


mines in the Mouongahola valley. When 
asked about the paragraph quoted: 


"You do your duty and we will care 


for the others," Leopold Spaida said he 
had never written those lines and that 
the letter must have been interpreted 
wrongly. He denied any knowledge of 
an anarchistic plot or of any society 
similar to the "blackxhand." 


His cousin, Antonio Spaida, who also 


lives here, was more evasive in his an- 
swers. While disclaiming any knowledge 
of the plot, he said: 


"It is not good to say too much." 
The police here say that they know of 


no headquarters for anarchists in this 
city and have not received any informa- 
tion rein live to the Pennsylvania mat- 
ter.

the wrong that was being done in join- 
ing those two territories as one state. 


Mr. Mondell (Wyo.), followed in the 


same line. He predicted the time when 
the representatives of the 
flourishing 


west would object to the representation 
accorded the dead and dying east be- 
cause o! its past prosperity. 


A brie* speech also in opposition was 


made by Mr. Floyd (Ark.) 


The debate shifted to the other side at 


this point. Mr. Cole (Ohio), was oppos- 
ed to substituting hills for homes 
or 


mountains for men. Mr. Capron (E. L), 
began a speech in favor of the bill and 
•then said he.would yield to Mr. Hepburn 
if he would recount the experiences of 
the territories of Maine and Iowa. 


Mr. Hepburn complied- 
Three times, he said, the people 
of 


Iowa rejected statehood and when ib» 
accepted it was by the barest majority; 
four times the territory of Maine re- 
fused to come into the union and her 
final acceptance 
was barely carried. 


Should the people of the territories now 
in question vote against coming in they 
would not be dragged in. 


Asserting that 08 per cent of the peo- 


ple of Arizona were opposed to becoming 
a state with New Mexico, Mr. Webb, 
(N. C.), based an ara-ument against the 
bill.

—manual training, domestic science, etc.

s almost triple what it was before the 
adoption of these extra and too many 
seemingly unnecessary branches. It has 
3een proven beyond a doubt thnt some 
of these departments are a drag on, pub- 
ic school appropriations and in order to 
carry them on, other and far more im- 
Dortant branches of work must be slight- 
ed. What is needed in the city is more 
schools and more room in the already 
crowded ones. It.is snid that nearly all 
;he schools need more rooms, the pupils 
3eing crowded into temporary quarters 
waiting for vacancies in order to get into 
a regular class 
room. 
Many 
of the 


joard ngree that these departments are 
good ones, but they realize that they are 
a luxury and not an absolute necessity. 


'It is a well known fact that a new 


high school is needed or an addition built 


n the nrescnt one and also additions 


to the wnrd schools. 
The increase in 


taxes in the past year may be easily as- 
signed to the heavy school expense. There 
will undoubtedly be a light if an attempt 
is made is made to remove these depart- 
ments from the public schools, as public 
opinion is largely with the. board, but 
taking the question from a standpoint of 
what is considered right and just the tax 
payers are not getting the-full benefit of 
the money set aside 
to

the 


schools as their children do not get full 
instruction in the studies which are most 
needed."

irday morning at 0 o'clock, when the 
use of Michael Treger against Henry 
3sold comes on for trial.

claims that the city council had no pow- 
er to pass such a law. 


The ordinance comes under the 
new 


charter. It makes it an offense to as- 
=ault nny person, or to vise in reference 
;o nnd in the presence of another or in 
reference to or in the presence of any 
member of the family or another, obus- 
ve or obscene language, nnd fixing a 
teualty therefore. 
The measure is very 


short and reads as follows: 


See. 1. Any person who shall assa.ulfc 


another when not excusable or justifia- 
ble, or who shall use in reference to and 
n the presence of another, or in refer- 
ence to and in the presence of a member 
of his family, abusive or obscene lang- 
uage intended or naturally tending to 
jrovoke o.u assault, or any breaeln of the 
oeace, shall be punished by a finci of not 
ess than five dollars ($55.00) nor more 
than fifty dollars ($50.00) and tie costs 
of prosecution, and in default of the pay- 
uent of such fine and costs, by imprison- 
ment in the county jail until such fine 
nnd costs are paid, not to exceed a per- 
iod of thirty (30) days. 


Sec. 
2. This ordinance to take effect 


nnd bo in force and effect from and after 
its passage and publication. 


With this ordinance in force no person 


:an be arrested under a state warrant 
within the limits of the city on charge of 
assault and battery, or abusive language. 
All must be arrested under charter war- 
rants. In recent years arrests have been 
made both under state nnd charter war- 
rants. Tim ordinance if enforced to the 
letter, brings to the city larger revenues 
than under the old law.

Mr. Spooner declared that in no action 


which the president has taken with re- 
spect to Santo Domingo or the Moroc- 
can conference had the executive either 
usurped any prerogative of the senate or 
departed from the well' established rules 
of what the executive of the nation may 
do. He indorsed fully wlmt the presi- 
dent did with respect to Santo Domingo, 
following the failure of the senate to 
ratify the treaty last spring, and added 
that in his opinion the president had no 
thought of putting into ^effect in Santo 
Domingo a treaty that had not been rat- 
ified. 


Mr, Spooner declared that the United 


States is not in charge of the custom 
houses in Santo Domingo and is not col- 
lecting revenues there. He said: 


"I deny that the United States is in 


Santo Domingo. The president merely 
designated, at the request of the Mor- 
ales government, an American citizen to 
go to the inland to take charge of the

INCREASE RAILROAD TAXES 


Total Valuation !s Fluc«d at »tO,000,OO 


A bove Thnt o f l^aat Yenr. 


MADISON, Wis., ,Tan. 24.— The stat 


tax commission, has announced the pro 
iminnry valuation of tlie railroad prop 
crty of the state for purposes of toxa 
tioii. The total valuation is $238,1S5,OOC 
or $9,375,000 more than the final valiui 
tion of Inst year, which in turn wa 
about $10,000,000 more than that of t\v 
years ago. 


The total taxes levied by the stat 
gainst the railroads last year was $2 


nt9,200.6fi. As the preliminary valuatio 
is considerably higher this year, it 
probable that the final valuation will 1 
proportionately higher than 
the 
final 


valuation lost year. In that event there 
will be a correspondingly higher amount 
of taxes assessed agaijut this property. 
As the average rate of taxation has not 
yet been determined for this year, the 
increase in railroad taxes can only be es- 
timated. - The average rate of taxation 
is found to be about what it was last 
yenr— $1.1272031 per $1,000 of valuation 
— so the railroads will have to pay about 
$100,000 more .than they did last year. 
The final valuation will be made after 
hearings hnvc been given such roads as 
may- be dissatisfied with the preliminary 
valuation juat announced.

Women Who CanTTsh and Bunt Llket

First the Indians, then the white pio-" 


;:ne"ers and their Descendants hunted the, 
deer: arid moose,'the bears and the bob- 
eats of the Maine woods, and in recent 
years have come thousands of sportsmen 
from other states, says the-Philadelphia 
Record, while, now, with Pullman caw 
running to the very edge of the forests, 
women have joined the chase for 
big 


game and it is no uncommon thing to 
sec 'in the lists of lucky hunters, the 
names of Mrs.- So-and-so or Miss So-and- 
so as having killed a deer, a couple of 
deer or even a big bull moose. With 
the coming of the modern Dianas, witli 
their short corduroy skirts and regeat- 
rilles, the woman guide has appeared, 
and that she is a most useful and val- 
uable aid in the now fashionable sport 
of big-game hunting is shown by the 
fact that the three woman guides of 
Maine are in constant demand at pay 
equal to or better than that received by 
the l,70r male guides who make a good 
living by piloting city sports men to 
success. 


When the rich men of Xew York and 


other cities come to Maine nowadays 
they often bring along their wives and 
daughters, and it is natural enough that 
the women of the party should feel more 
contented and enjoy greater comfort in 
the woods with a woman guide to keep 
them company and look after number- 
less little details of the trip and of camp 
life—things which a man, however handy 
he might be, would be likely to bungle. 
There are only three women who make 
a business of guiding now, but the num- 
ber is bound to increase, for the demand 
for their services is great and there are 
hundreds of women in the backwoods of 
Maine who are well equipped in every 
way for this sort of service. These wom- 
en, reared in the woods, know every 
lake and stream and every forest path 
and woodland trail as well as do their 
husbands and their brothers. They have 
from childhood been schooled in the use 
of rifle, rod and paddle, and their prac- 
tical knowledge of fishing and bunting is 
as complete, their skill and courage as 
great as long experience and the spirit 
of the northern pioneers can make them. 


The first woman to attain prominence 


as a hunter and guide in Maine is Miss 
Cornelia T. Crosby of Phillips, Franklin 
county, who is known to sportsmen all 
over the country who have seen her skill 
tried in the woods and on the 
trout 


streams, while to many others she is 
known through her connection with 
sportsmen's exhibitions in the large cit- 
ies, and through her writings over the 
name de plume of "Fly Rod."
